William  Saroyan's  full  length  drama,  The  Time  of  Your  Life,  serves  as  the  theme  of  our  1962- 
1963  Fledgling.  We  are  indebted  to  Benjamin  Franklin,  author  of  Poor  Richard's  Almanac,  for  the  use 
of  his  timely  comments  in  a  yearbook  recording  the  events  and  activities  as  the  college  calendar  and 
thievish  clock  pass  by. 

Years  from  now,  in  your  reminiscent  moments,  we  hope  each  page  turned  will  be  a  pleasurable  and 
picturesque  recollection  of  the  time  of  your  life  on  the  Wilmington  College  campus  in  1962-63. 


As  PRESIDENT,  Dr.  William  M.  Randall  has  strived  to  bring  our  college 
recognition,  not  only  by  aiding  the  movement  to  our  new  campus,  but 
also  by  presenting  to  the  state  the  increased  values  that  Wilmington 
College  would  have  as  a  four-year  institution.  We  are  all  deeply  indebted 
to  him  for  these  and  the  many  other  services  he  has  rendered. 

A  look  at  Dr.  Randall's  accomplishments  will  show  why  he  has  been 
selected  to  be  in  Who's  Who  in  America.  He  has  been  associate  professor 
and  later  professor  of  library  sciences  at  the  University  of  Chicago,  where 
he  was  also  assistant  dean  of  students ;  director  of  libraries  and  of  student 
affairs  at  the  Univer.sity  of  Georgia ;  academic  dean  of  the  U.  S.  Merchant 
Marine  Academy ;  and  a  member  of  the  commission  sent  to  reorganize  the 
Vatican  library.

The  purposes  of  the  Student  Council  are  to

The  duties  of  the  President  are  to  appoint 
chairmen  and  members  of  committees  not  pro- 
vided for  in  the  constitution,  to  administer  and 
enforce  the  constitution  and  the  laws  of  the 
Student  Council,  to  represent  the  student  body 
dealings  with  the  Faculty  and  Board  of  Trus- 
tees and  with  other  colleges...  The  Vice  Presi- 
dent's duty  is  to  perform  the  duties  of  President 
in  his  ab.sence,  and  to  succeed  to  the  Presidency 
should  the  office  become  vacated.  The  duties  of 
the  Secretary  are  to  accurately  record  and  pre- 
serve the  minutes  of  all  Student  Council  meet- 
ings, to  record,  disburse,  and  deposit  all  money 
received  by  the  council,  and  to  be  prepared  to 
present  reports  upon  request.

BASKETBALL 

The  1962-63  Seahawk  basketballers  played  an  ex- 
tensive schedule  over  the  season  and  closed  the  year 
with  a  commendable  record  of  eight  wins  in  17  ball 
games. 

The  Hawk  team  was  notably  hurt  by  the  large  num- 
ber of  players  lost  through  graduation,  but  mentor 
Bill  Brooks,  weathering  the  lost,  performed  a  hercu- 
lean job  in  forming  a  capable  squad.  Their  few  im- 
perfections and  inconsistencies  during  the  17  game 
campaign  were  not  only  to  be  expected,  but  were  al- 
most inescapable.  The  team  launched  the  season  with 
only  two  returnees  from  the  previous  year,  both  of 
whom  were  infinitely  valuable  to  the  club. 

Gene  Bogash,  Mr.  Everything,  was  the  Art  Heyman 
of  Wilmington  College.  As  a  junior  college  All-Ameri- 
can,  he  could  do  it  all — pass,  shoot,  rebound,  run  .  .  . 
The  Indiana  native  reigned  as  the  teams  top  scorer 
and  rebounder.  Scoring  191  goals  out  of  328  attempts 
from  the  floor  and  73  out  of  139  from  the  foul-line, 
he  closed  the  books  with  a  26.8  per  cent  shooting  aver- 
age and  242  big  rebounds. 

Talented  Harry  Buzzell  bowed  out  of  junior  college 
competition  after  completing  his  second  successful 
year  for  Coach  Brooks.

1962  season  with  four  consecutive  victories  to 
close  out  their  year  with  a  very  impressive  9-4 
record  and  the  Virginia-Carolina  Conference 
championship. 

Our  1961  National  Junior  College  baseball 
champions  returned  to  Grand  Junction,  Colorado, 
for  the  fourth  straight  year  and  defended  their 
crown  only  to  bow  to  the  Phoenix,  Arizona,  club 
in  the  finals  and  end  with  a  4-2  tournament 
record. 

Although  Wilmington  College  came  in  second 
in  the  tournament,  they  were  bestowed  with 
several  honors.  Hawks  second  baseman  Flea  Co- 
ward, outfielder  Ronnie  Smith,  and  hurler  Lou 
Howard  were  selected  to  the  All-Tournament 
team.  In  addition.  Smith  was  named  the  "Player 
Most  Likely  to  Succeed  in  Professional  Baseball." 
He  set  a  new  tournament  record  with  13  runs- 
batted-in  for  the  event  and  was  voted  the  tourna- 
ment's most  valuable  player.  Flea  Coward  set  a 
new  tourney  mark  when  he  banged  out  five 
straight  hits  in  one  game.  He  led  the  Hawks 
team  batting  average  for  the  season  with  a  spark- 
ling .391  pace  and  was  named  as  a  honorable 
mention    Ail-American    by    the    National    Junior 


College  Athletic  Association.  The  Wilmington  star 
got  a  total  of  27  hits,  including  ten  in  the  six 
games  of  the  tournament. 

Besides  Coward,  five  other  regulars  hit  over 
.300  for  the  year.  Righthander  Bill  Haywood  and 
third  baseman  Steve  Coley  followed  Coward  with 
.378  and  .359  respectively.  Dave  Miller,  the  1961 
Ail-American  shortstop,  led  the  club  in  stolen 
bases  ten  and  hit  353  for  the  year.  Ronnie  Smith, 
besides  being  voted  the  tournament's  MVP,  finish- 
ed the  season  with  a  fine  .324  average  and  signed 
a  bonus  contract  with  the  Houston  Colts  of  the 
National  League.  Outfielder  Lawrence  Keith's 
four  hits  in  the  opening  game  of  the  tournament 
strengthened  his  average  as  he  ended  at  the  .306 
mark. 

Following  closely  behind  was  Bob  Stephenson 
with  a  .296  average.  Commendable  performances

.257.  Edens,  along  with  Smith,  led  the  club  in 
homers  with  three  each  and  runs-batted-in  with 
20  apiece.  The  overall  team  batting  average  was 
.305. 

The  mound  staff  of  mentor  Bill  Brook's  team 
had  and  excellent  season  in  compiling  a  2.55  earn- 
ed run  average  in  their  19  games.  Big  Bill  Hay- 
wood was  the  leading  hurler,  collecting  5  wins 
against  2  losses  and  a  ERA  of  1.86  for  the  58 
innings  he  pitched.  The  mound  ace  injured  his 
right  shoulder  in  winning  the  first  game  of  the 
national  tournament.  Perhaps,  without  this  in- 
jury, our  great  Seahawks  would  have  won  the 
national  championship  again  this  year.  Lefty  Lou 
Howard,  who  was  named  to  the  NJCAA's  second- 
team  Ail-American  squad,  had  a  4-3  record  for 
the  season  and  struck  out  66  batters  in  46  innings. 
He  won  two  games  in  the  tournament  and  sported 
a  3.00  ERA.  Larry  Edens,  who  spent  most  of 
his  time  at  first  base,  threw  28  innings,  yielding 
23  hits  and  16  walks.  He  sti'uck  out  15  and  had 


an  ERA  of  3.21.  Larry's  splendid  three  hit  per- 
formance against  a  hard-hitting  Mesa,  Arizona, 
team,  kept  Wilmington  alive  in  the  tournament. 
Kenny  McDowell  contributed  a  win  to  the  record 
books  and  had  a  2.45  ERA  in  firing  12  innings 
during  the  season.  After  pitching  ace  Bill  Hay- 
wood hurt  his  shoulder  in  the  first  game  of  the 
national  tournament,  it  was  questionable  as  to 
just  how  far  the  club  would  get.
